Varied types of microalgae flourish in this colorful network of shallow, 
salty lagoons at the neck of the Crimean Peninsula between the Black 
Sea and the Sea of Azov. This natural color image 
portrays the unnaturally strange colors of the area 
known as Sivash, which is nicknamed the “putrid 
sea” because the algae in some of the lagoons 
produce a rotten smell.
